We were shown to Mrs. Miller's private 
room, and were kept waiting but a moment 
when the lady herself came to the door and 
conducted us lato what she called her “ work- 
shop.’ She had been engage in writing, 
jadging by the books and papers which lay 
scittered around. In appearance, Mra. Miller 
is a little above mediam height, has fair com- 
plexion, heavy eyelids, which have a fash- 
ion of idheylag over a pair of pretty blue 
eyes, and an sbundance of dark brown curi- 
ing hair, whieh she wears in loops and curis 
about her face.
